And as the law now stands it can obtain this power only by reorganizing and taking out a charter in some other 
state, thus becoming a corporation of that s*ate and cc*, lag to lie a corporal: >n o‘ I exaa. 
Heretofore the stockholders, by a separate producing org an isti >n, hav» b**roe the burden of obtaining the 
necessary crude supplies; ami but for this arrai gemetit tihe compony could not have succeeded. 
This was workable 
when the organization wa small and operations wert on a narrow scale 
But with the ^growth of the business 
and v.ith varying and shifting stock ownership it has become subject to too many comp* Cation*, 
The company is 
now manufacturing in Texas and marketing re nearly every country in the wen a th wirings finished pro*ha ta of 
Texas crude oil. 
It now has r ore than IO,OOO empl >ec*. and its stock holden ti imber about I. (MXI, including ap­ 
proximately 2,000 employees. 
The competitors of this company are engage J in all branchi> of the bu r 1 s. 
Two of its principal competi­ 
tors in Texas operate as limited partnerships or joint stock assort a ti r,s ani therefore nut? pursue any business hat 
an md ividual might pur. ue, the only restriction being so h stipulations as the shat 'holders sh* til to make among 
themselves 
Another principal competitor is organized as a holding gnmpar.v, incorporated under the law* of 
another state, and owns the stock of three Texas corporations, one engaged in producing oil. another in refining 
and marketing, arid a third in operating pipe lines, so that on the whole the stockholders have the l>enefit of an 
organization which covers all brancher of the bi'sines*. 
The statement just made is not in crit icism. 
The pi sn of inc! od vg all b int h<*§ of a single business is logical. 
Moreover, as applied to the oil business it is unr.< i>ai iii ab o th* 
til pi i»u*ng state-■ and in foreign /*« .untrue 
In practically even- state of the Union, except Texas, a corpn a ion of this kiud has the charter power to pro 
duce oil. 
And it may not be inappropriate to say further in this conner*ion thai the limitations which the laws of 
Texas place on the charter powers of The Texas Company do not stop a* tnt* boun lanes >>f the state; they follow 
the company wherever it goes; they follow it into other .states arid foreign chut tries where its competitors carry 
on ail branches of the business and where the state of Texas ran not prevent them from doing so.
